LITTLE ROCK (AP)-If Ar- 


kansans do what Republican 
Gov. Winthrop Rockefeller and 
Democrat Dale Bumpers have 
asked of them, they will vote 
Tuesday solely on the basis of 
who they feel will do more for 
the state. 


Each gubernatorial nominee 


has said at one time or another 
that the major issue in the race 
is who will do more for Arkan- 
sas. One of the Rockefeller cam- 
paign slogans, in fact, is that 
he "will do more for Arkansas." 


Bumpers has said repeatedly 


on the campaign trail, "Even if 
my opponent and I agreed on 
every issue, perhaps the over- 
riding issue would be whose 
judgment can you best trust to 
do the most for the state, to 
work the hardest for you." 


Bumpers poses a third ques- 


tion: Who can solve the legisla- 
tive impasse that he says has 
developed between Rockefeller 
and the Genearl Assembly? 


The race has been befuddling. 


Rockefeller says Bumpers is 
not coming to grips with the is- 
sues. Bumpers claims he is fac- 
ing the issues like no other can- 
didate for governor ever has. 


Rockefeller says Bumpers is 


not offering solutions to state 
problems. Bumpers says he 
does not pretend to be a sooth- 
sayer with solutions to all prob- 
lems, but that he has answers 
for some of them. 


Rockefeller said from the out- 


set that he would run on the 
program of his two-term admin- 
istration and that the decision 
for the voters was whether he 
and Bumpers could improve on 
it. 


Bumpers has asked 
"What 


program?" and has largely de- 
clined to attack whatever of it 
he might consider there is. 


Rockefeller says Bumpers is 


trying to win office with cha- 
risma—"a smile, a shoeshine 
and one speech." Bumpers im- 
plies that the governor is try- 
ing to buy the election. 


Perhaps the dominant issue to 


have arisen in the race is Rock- 
efeller's campaign expenditures. 
But how much the governor or 
Bumpers spends still is not a 
gauge by which the voter can

said the cost of things Bump- 
ers has talked about in the cam- 
paign would make the adminis- 
tration's $90 million tax program 
last year "look like chicken 
feed." 


But there have been no fire- 


works in the campaign. Politi- 
cal observers rate the race dul- 
ler than the primary fights. 


Perhaps part of the reason is 


that Rockefeller and his chal- 
lenger hold similar positions on 
a variety of topics and that one 
candidate's issue mignt not be 
another's. 


Each opposes busing students 


to achieve racial balance. Each 
promises to continue prison re- 
form, with Bumpers admitting 
that his views on the subject are 
close to the plan offered by the 
administration. Each endorses 
the proposed new state constitu- 
tion. 


Both name education as a pri- 


ority item. Rockefeller says he 
is proud of his record on edu-

decide whom is the better can- do more. Bumpers says the gov- 


ernor has not done enough and 
is claiming credit that is not 
due him. 


Each tells the voters that the 


state must do a better job of 
promoting tourism. Both candi- 
dates say state roads need im- 
proving.

mistreated, particularly in a 
frightful scene of an attack on 
an Indian village by the U.S. 
cavalry at the end of the pic- 
ture. You see horses going down 
on their heads with what seems 
to be great likelihood of injury. 


"In 'Patton,' we were in- 


formed that two donkeys were 
given lethal injections and killed 


for the bridge-crossing scene. 
This is unconscionable. There 
are so many ways such action 
can be simulated." 


Melniker said it's "quite ob- 


vious on the screen" that "El 
Condor" used invisible wires to 
trip running horses—so-called 
"running W" device discontin- 
ued in Hollywood after the hu- 
mane association opened an of- 
fice here in 1940.

Lynch, Pierce Fenner & Smith, 
the nation's largest brokerage

signed an agreement that may 
lead to an infusion of some $15 
million into Goodbody & Co. the 
nation's fifth largest brokerage 
firm. 


"Merill Lynch's entry into 


this difficult affair is primarily 
because of its concern over the 
225,000 Goodbody 
customers,"

announcement by

E. Thomson, Merrill 


Lynch chairman, and Donald T. 
Regan, president. 


"Merrill Lynch is convinced 


that without its immediate in- 
tervention 
those 
customers 


would face financial jeopardy," 
they said. 


Further, the repercussions of 


the immediate liquidation of 
Goodbody might have seriously 
damaging consequences to the 
whole financial community and 
might hamper the orderly func- 
tioning of the nation's capital 


markets," Thomson and Regan 
added. 


"Following a request of the 


New York Stock 
Exchange, 


therefore, Merrill Lynch is ne- 
gotiating the possibility of infus- 
ing approximately $15 million 
into Goodbody. 


The Securities and Exchange 


Commission said Monday that 
the New York Stock Exchange 
had threatened Goodbody with 
expulsion if it did not raise addi- 
tional capital by Nov. 5. 


In Washington Wednesday, 


the Justice Department's anti- 
trust division hinted it would not 
interfere in a takeover of the 
ailing Goodbody operation if no 
other path to salvaging the se- 
curities concern was open. 


Merrill Lynch said the nego- 


tiations, involving the owners of 
Goodbody, and the New York 
Stock Exchange, are expected 
to be completed before Nov. 5. 


Goodbody has 90 branch of-

Meony Sees 
No Upturn 
in Economy

NEW YORK (AP) — "There 


is no economic upturn in sight. 
There hasn't been an improve- 
ment, and there is no indication 
there is going to be an improve- 
ment." 


These are the words of AFL- 


CIO President George Meany, 
but it may be speculated that 
they reflect the growing feelings 
of millions of Americans as 
some of the economic statistics 
signal stormy weather. 


And, the timing being what it 


is, the low state of economic ac- 
tivity is bound to be reflected at 
the polls, perhaps to a far great- 
er degree than anybody suspect- 
ed just a month ago. 


Some of the more optimistic 


statements made by administra- 
tion officials a couple of months 
ago are now being undermined 
by the facts, which of course in- 
clude the unfortunate General 
Motors strike. 


The latest index of economic 


indicators, which point to future 
economic activity, fell during 
September, meaning that the 
economy is likely to be sluggish 
for months to come. 


The wholesale price index lev- 


eled off, but the overall figure 
hid a very sharp rise in the 
price of industrial commodities, 
which means continued upward 
pressure on the price of many 


manufactured goods. 


And although the latest fig- 


ures on unemployment may not 
be released until after the elec- 
tions, it is felt by many business 
economists here that jobless- 
ness is still on the rise and may 
reach 6 per cent. 


One indicator of future em- 


ployment, the "help-wanted ad- 
vertising index," compiled by 
the Conference Board from ads 
in 52 newspapers, 
fell 
last 


month for the seventh straight 
time and now is at its lowest 
since August 1965. It reads 162, 
based on 1957-1959 equalling 100. 


The misfortune for the Nixon 


administration is that it may 
argue that the situation is com- 
ing under control, but its argu- 
ments are understood more by 
professional economists than or- 
dinary voters. 


Paul McCracken, the Presi- 


dent's chief economic adviser, 
can point to rising productivity 
as a hopeful sign, because any 
rise in output per manhour 
tends to reduce the upward 
pressure on prices. 


Truly, a gain in this area was 


one of the most sought after 
goals of the administration. It is 
one of the most significant indi- 
cations that inflation is being 
successfully attacked. 


But there is no question at all 


that the promising forecast con- 
tained in this statistic carries 
not one-tenth the weight among 
the populace as the dismal out- 
look contained in the unemploy- 
ment figures. 


The administration can also 


argue that the General Motors 
strike hides the real advances 


Russia Takes

MOSCOW (AP) - The Soviet 


airline Aeroflot is taking "seri- 
ous precautionary measures" 
against hijackers and other per- 
sons who might board planes 
"with criminal intent," the Civil 
Aviation Ministry reported to- 
day. 


Alexander Besedin, chief of 


the ministry's external relations 
department, told the magazine 
New Times that "appropriate 
control has been organized at 
Soviet airports" 
to 
prevent 


more hijackings. He did not say 
what the new measures were. 


Besden said Soviet officials 


expect that "the Turkish author- 
ities will hand over to the Soviet 
judiciary the criminal 
offend- 


ers." He made no mention of a 
second successful hijacking of a 
Soviet plane, by two students on 
Oct. 12. They commandeered a 
small air taxi with one other 
passenger and the pilot aboard 
and also went to the Turkish 
coast, to Sinop. 


No one was hurt in that hi- 


jacking. The students have also 
requested asylum, but the Turk- 
ish government has not ruled on 
their request or the Lithua- 
nians'.

WASHINGTON (AP) - U.S. 


envoys set off today for Helsinki 
and round 3 of the year-old 
talks with the Soviet Union on 
curbing the superpower arms 
race. 


The six-man delegation head- 


ed by U.S. disarmament nego- 
tiator Gerard Smith is hoping 
for progress in the talks before 
the expected Christmas recess 


but 
the delegates are

predicting a U.S.-Soviet arms 
cut agreement by then. 


The big question as the Hel- 


sinki round opens Nov. 2 will be 
how the Soviets respond to a 


U.S. 
offer made last July just 


before the strategic arms limi- 
tation talks—SALT—recessed in 
Vienna. 


The American offer proposes: 
An over-all ceiling on num- 


bers of long-range missiles held 
by both sides, at approximately 
their present totals; a specific 
limit on the number of big nu- 
clear rockets such as the Soviet 
SS9; and abolishing antiballistic 
missiles or limiting them to de- 
fense of a national

Conviction 
of McCarthy 
Set Aside

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 


pathologist's 
second 
thoughts 


about his testimony have led an 
Army review court to set aside 
the murder conviction of a Spe- 
cial Forces captain in the slay- 
ing of a Cambodian national. 


The Cambodian was said to 


have worked for the Green-Ber- 
ets in Vietnam. Testimony indi- 
cated he was shot because he 
knew too much about sensitive 
Special Forces operations. 


Now the Army must decide 


whether to accept a majority 
opinion of the court that "a new 
trial may be ordered" for Capt. 
John J. McCarthy, 27. 


"This is a great day," Mc- 


Carthy said when he learned of 
the court's decision Thursday. 


McCarthy, father of three and 


a Boston native, said at Ft. Hu- 
achuca, Ariz., "Those who have 
been close to me, especially my 
family, have believed in me and 
my innocence throughout this 
entire episode. It shows what a 
little faith can do ...." 


The Army Court of Military 


Review unanimously set aside 
the murder conviction and sen- 
tence in the November 1967 
slaying of Inchin Hai Lam, but 
two of three judges said Mc- 
Carthy may stand trial again in 
a new, closed-door session. One 
judge 
wanted 
the 
murder 


charges dismissed entirely. 


The majority opinion cited 


newly discovered evidence for 
its action. An 11-page opinion 
said an Army pathologist testi- 
fied at McCarthy's court-mar- 
tial that the Cambodian died of 
a "contact" wound from a 
small-caliber weapon. 


But it quoted him as saying he 


later reviewed McCarthy's testi- 
mony and concluded he was 
wrong about the caliber of the 
death weapon and the nature of 
the wound. 


The majority opinion, by Col. 


Winchester Kelso Jr. and Col. 
Rodney J. Collins, said the path- 
ologist's "unrefuted 
testimony 


that the fatal wound was a con- 
tact wound precluded the court 
members from considering a 
lesser included offense predicat- 
ed upon negligence." 


The "newly discovered evi- 


dence will probably cause an- 
other court-martial to reach a 
different result," it added. 


A closed court-martial on Jan. 


30, 1968, convicted McCarthy of 
premeditated murder and sen- 
tenced him to life imprisonment 
at hard labor. The sentence was 
reduced to 24 years and he has 
been free pending appeal since 
Oct. 6, 1969.

to undertake intensive probing 
sessions to fully explore and dis- 
cuss the major national issues 
that now separate the parties." 


The UAW struck General Mo- 


tors facilities in the United 
States and Canada at midnight 
Sept. 14.

ported in the national talks 
since

time. 
Meetings 


through 
the 
weekend 
were 


scheduled under the blackout 
rules. 


"There will be no public com- 


ment concerning the progress of 
these discussions," the union 
said. 


The union's special subcom- 


mittee will be headed by UAW 
President Leonard Woodcock. 


GM's top negotiator, Earl R. 


Bramblett, is expected to head 
the company's delegation. 


"We welcome this probing of 


all the outstanding national is- 
sues," Bramblett said today. 
"We are prepared to meet as 
many hours as necessary to do 
this. 


"We are urging our plant 


management to further intensi- 
fy local negotiations in an effort 
to conclude local settlements," 
Bramblett added.

race. 


Taking the opening kickoff, the 


Bobcats started from their own 
40, and began a successful drive 
on the first series with the ball. 


A 19 yard pass from quar- 


terback 
Ronnie Massanelli to 


Gary Don Jones helped move the 
ball into Camden territory and 
six plays later, moving the ball 
successfully on the ground,

Randy Wright into the end zone.

SAIGON (AP) — The U.S. 


army said today that 89 Ameri- 
can soldiers may have died 
from overdoses of drugs in 
South Vietnam during the past 
10 months. 


Expressing "grave concern" 


about the problem, the Army 
said 25 drug abuse deaths were 
confirmed 
through autopsies 


and that doctors suspected over- 
doses caused 64 other fatalieies. 


The Army also disclosed that 


746 troops were admitted to 
medical facilities in drug-relat- 
ed cases through September, 
compared with 527 cases during 
all of 1969. Last year, there 
were 16 confirmed drug deaths, 
the Army said. 


The Army statement 
came 


after Sen. Thomas J. Dodd, D- 
Conn., issued a statement in 
Washington Thursday saying in- 
vestigators of his Juvenile De- 
linquency 
subcommittee 
had 


found that GI deaths in Vietnam 
from overdoses of drugs had 
skyrocketed and that military 
leaders had failed to clamp 
down on drug buse. 


The Army announcement in 


Saigon acknowledged a "signifi- 
cant increase in incidents of 
drug abuse," but said also that 
a new and more accurate re- 
porting procedure went into ef- 
fect last Aug. 1. Prior to that 
time, some drug-related cases 
may have been listed on medi- 
cal records under other categor- 
ies of illness, the Army said. 


The army said, however, that 


the new procedures alone could 
not account for the increase. 
The announcement also blamed 
more widespread usage of hard 
drugs such as heroin for the 
higher toll. 


To alleviate the drug problem, 


the Army said, new programs 
are being inaugurated which in- 
volve improvement in law en- 
forcement, better educational 
programs and more intensive 
medical and psychiatric treat- 
ment.

NATO Has More 
Tanks Than 
Known About 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


United States and its NATO al- 
lies have about 5,000 more tanks 
in Europe than top-level Penta- 
gon officials knew about, The 
Washington Post says. 


Existence of the tanks was 


discovered by the Pentagon dur- 
ing an administrative review of 
NATO security during the past 
four weeks, the Post said in a 
story in today's newspaper. 


The tanks include about 1,200 


modern American M60s, equally 
modern German Leopards and 
British Centurions and about 500 
older U.S. M24s and M48s, the 
Post said. 


The Post said the tanks had 


been designated as reserves in 
case of an attack and were 
parked along the autobahn in 
West Germany. 


It said there are not enough 


standby crews to man the ar- 
mored force and the tanks are 
highly vulnerable to air attack 
in their present position. 


Return or 
Be Expelled, 
Students Told 
WABBASEKA, Ark. (AP) - 


The superintendent of the Wab- 
baseka School District says stu- 
dents who did not return to 
class Thursday after serving a 
two-week suspension will be ex- 
pelled for the remainder of the 
school year. 


Joe Simpson made the state- 


ment Thursday night and said 
he would begin sending letters 
to the students today informing 
them of the situation. 


Simpson said he suspended 


about 200 students in grades 7 
through 12 from the all-black J. 
S. Walker School on Oct. 14, but 
that he did not know how many 
students would be expelled. 
When he issued the suspensions, 
Simpson said that any student 
who did not return to class by 
Oct. 29 would be expelled. 


Simpson said a "few" of the 


suspended students returned to 
classes Thursday, but that he 
did not know the exact number. 


Simpson said a student would 


have five days from receipt of 
the letter to produce a "reason- 
able excuse" for his absence. 
He said the student would not 
be admitted to classes without 
the excuse. 


"I have talked with attorneys 


and they have advised us to go 
ahead with our plans," Simpson 
said. "They've had a two-week 
suspension to think it over." 


The two-week suspensions 


stemmed from three days of 
protests and walkouts at the 
Walker school over the dismis- 
sal of Asive Thomas, popular 
physical education 
instructor 


and head basketball coach. 


Thomas and Mrs. Beatrice 


Sanders, a social studies teach- 
er, received letters Oct. 7 noti- 
fying 
them 
they 
would 
be 


dismissed in two weeks. Thom- 
as and Mrs. Sanders' salaries 
were contracted under provision 
of Title I if the federal Elemen- 
tary and Secondary Education 
Act and Simpson said they were 
dismissed because of a $25,000 
cut in the school district's Title 
— appropriation. 


Five days after the protests 


began, Simpson issued a public 
notice that students who failed 
to attend classes the following 
day would be expelled for two 
weeks and that those not in 
class after two weeks would be 
suspended for the remainder of 
the school year. 


Parents of the children have 


vowed that the students will 
boycott classes until the griev- 
ances of teachers, parents and 
students are satisfied by the 
school administration.

Tex Watson 
Declared 
Insane

LOS 
ANGELES (AP) - 


Charles "Tex" Watson, accused 
of leading two murder missions 
in which Sharon Tate and six 
others died, has been declared 
insane and in danger of dying. 


A judge ordered Watson com' 


mitted to a slate mental hospi- 
tal and said Friday he would not 
be tried until he regains his san- 
ity. 


Dr. Marcus Crahan, one of 


three psychiatrists reporting on 
the tall, lean Texan, said: "Mr. 
Watson in the last week has be- 
come listless, flaccid and makes 
no movements . . . His lips are 
pursed. He is being fed by nasal 
tube. He is ... 
becoming a 


vegetable. 
He 
is 
rapidly 


reverting to a fetal state . . . 
which would be rapidly fatal." 


The insanity ruling by Superi- 


or Court Judge George Dell 
came at a hearing across the 
hall from a courtroom where 
Charles Manson and three wom- 
en are Keing tried on murder- 
conspiracy 
charges 
for 
the 


deaths of Miss Tate and six oth- 
er persons in August 1969. 


Trial 
witnesses 
have 
de- 


scribed Watson, 24, as chief 
lieutenant of Manson's hippie- 
style "family." Watson fought 
extradition 
from 
McKinney, 


Tex., until after the trial of the 
others began, and was returned 
here Sept. 11 to stand trial sep- 
arately. 


Gaunt but clean-cut looking, 


the 6-foot-2 former high school 
athlete has made several court 
appearances since then, always 
remaining silent, his mouth 
agape, occasionally 
smiling 


vacantly and staring into space. 


Officials told Judge Dell that 


Watson was in serious condition 
in the jail infirmary where his 
weight had dropped from 160 
pounds to 110. Jail spokesmen 
said, "There is a serious possi- 
bility he could die from malnu- 
trition." 


Two other reporting psychia- 


trists told Dell that Watson 
shows signs of schizophrenia, is 
"definitely a suicide possibili- 
ty," and suffers from a cataton- 
ic tqe of menwl ilvss that re- 
quires immediate treatment as 
a lifesaving measure. 


Dist. Atty. Evelle J. Younger 


issued a statement saying his 
office concedes that Watson is 
insane now, but does not con- 
cede that he was insane at the 
time of the killings. 


Younger said that if Watson 


regains sanity, criminal pro- 
ceedings will be resumed. 


Judge ell ordered Watson re- 


moved immediately to Atas- 
cadero State Hospital and de- 
clared, "He is not capable of un- 
derstanding at this time the na- 
ture of the charges against him. 
I feel it is imperative that he be 
placd in a facility where he 
may be able to regain his sani- 
ty."

LITTLE ROCK (AP)-Quick- 


ly now, name all three candi- 
dates for lieutenant governor: 


Dr. Bob C. Riley of Arkadel- 


phia for the Democrats. 


State Rep. Sterling R. Cock- 


rill Jr. of Little Rock for the 
Republicans. 


And. . . who? 
Hubert Blanton of Hughes for 


the American Party in Arkan- 
sas, that's who. 


Three candidates are running, 


but the race is clearly a con- 
test between only two, Riley 
and Cockrill. 


Blanton, 51, a farmer and 


businessman, has obviously 
been short of campaign finances 
and has been much less active 
than his two foes. 


Cockrill, 45, got 49,869 to 6,- 


598 for Gerald Williams of 
North Little Rock in the Aug. 
25 Republican preferential pri- 
mary. 


Riley, also 45, led a field of 


six in the Democratic prefer- 
ential primary, then won nom- 
ination in a Sept. 8 runoff with 
James H. Harrell of Russell- 
ville. 


The, runoff total for Riley was 


248,930 for Harreli 178,382,- 


Blanton was nominated at his 


party's convention and did not 
have a primary election oppon- 
ent. 
' An ordained Baptist minister, 
Riley is readily identifiable by 
a black patch he wears to cover 
an eye that was injured in 
World War II combat on Guam. 


For four years, Riley was a 


state representative from Pu- 
laski County, served as an al- 
derman and mayor of Arkadel- 
phia, and has been parliamen- 
tarian of the state House of 
Representatives. 


Cockrill, 
running 
what 
is 


clearly the best-financed cam- 
paign for lieutenant governor, 
has made his face familiar in 
many homes through a flood of 
advertising, particularly on tele- 
vision. 


He has been a legislator for 


14 years, served as Speaker of 
the House of Representatives, 
and was Democratic party ma- 
jority leader in the House until 
this year when he jumped to the 
Republican party. 


The Cockrill switch 
was 


viewed last Spring as a sign 
that he had been dubbed heir 
apparent 
to 
Gov. 
Winthrop 


Rockefeller, who has fed sub- 
stantial sums to the ex-Demo- 
crat's campaign. 


Riley and Cockrill have pro- 


posed expansion of the office of 
lieutenant governor to make the 
post more valuable to the pub- 
lic. 


There are few differences be- 


tween the philosophies of the 
men, at least as presented dur- 
ing the campaign. The two of 
them differ generally, however, 
with the positions Blanton has 
taken. 


Blanton, in his few campaign 


appearances, has stood by the 
American party position oppos- 
ing the proposed new constitu- 
tion while Cockrill and Riley 
support the proposed charter. 


The winner will succeed Lt. 


Gov. Maurice 
L. "Footsie" 


Britt, a Republican who did not 
seek re-election. Britt has been 
designated campaign manager 
for Rockefeller. 


The lieutenant governor is the 


initial successor to the office of 
governor if the gubernatorial in- 
cumbent vacates the higher of- 
fice. 


The salary for lieutenant gov- 


ernor is $2,500 and the chief 
function is to preside over the 
state Senate, where he may 
cast a vole only in the case of 
a tie. 


Nixon Says 
Election Most 
Important

SAN CLEMENTE, Calif. (AP) 
— President Nixon, calling next 
Tuesday's election 
"probably 


the most important and decisive 
Senate election" in American 
history, has appealed to the na- 
tion for a vote of confidence in 
himself and his programs. 


"Vote for those men who will 


vote for the President rather 
than against him so that the 
President can keep his promises 
to you, the American people," 
Nixon told 8,000 Republican par- 
tisans in Anaheim Convention 
Center and television viewers 
across the nation Friday night. 


The 
Republican 
National 


Committee purchased network 
time for a telecast of the 
speech in the wake of Thursday 
night's incident at San Jose, 
Calif., in which rocks, bottles and 
eggs 
were 
hurled 
at 
the 


President. 


Nixon had said "the time has 


come to take the gloves off" and 
that he would discuss in the An- 
aheim speech "what America 
must do to end this wave of vio- 
lence and terrorism." But he 
gave a toned-down version of 
the same basic speech he has 
been 
delivering 
in 
political 


swings about the nation. 


The President said, in refer- 


ring to the San Jose incident, 
"It's time to draw the line" 
against violent demonstrators 
and that the Republican candi- 
dates for whom he has spoken 
have taken a strong stand 
against "this kind of lawless- 
ness and this kind of violence." 


Nixon appealed to voters to 


"stand with these men who un- 
derstand the issues." 
.After the speocu, Press Secre- 
tary Ronald L. Ziegler said Nix- 
on will amplify his remarks on 
the San Jose incident today in a 
speech at Phoenix, first stop on 
a four-state, windup political 
swing to Arizona, New Mexico, 
Nevada and Utah. 


Nixon's speech received an 


enthusiastic reception from the 
party faithful who waved small 
American flags and held up 
multicolored signs, 
including 


ones that proclaimed "No Rocks 
in Anaheim" and "We're for 
Nixon, Not Rocks." Both of 
these were held aloft behind 
Nixon, and in view of the televi- 
sion cameras. 


In contrast to many Nixon 


speeches, there were no heck- 
lers and demonstrators inside 
the hall. Outside, a few dozen 
demonstrators, some opposing 
the Vietnam war and others 
urging military victory, parad- 
ed on a sidewalk. Nixon flew <he 
35 miles 
from 
the 
Western- 


White 
House by 
helicopter, 


landing in a parking lot out of 
sight of the protesters. 


The Anaheim appearance was 


designed prncipally to bolster 
the re-election campaign of Sen. 
George Murphy. The Field Poll 
released Friday in California 
newspapers showed that Demo- 
cratic nominee John V. Tunney 
has lengthened his lead over 
Murphy in recent weeks from 
two to seven percentage points. 


Murphy 
introduced 
Nixon, 


saying "this is the greatest hon- 
or I have ever experienced," 
then blinking noticeably as the 
President heaped praise on him. 


The program was opened by 


Gov. Ronald Reagan, a strong 
favorite 
for re-election over 


Democrat Jess Unruh. Reagan 
said "we see the threat of an- 
archy in this land" and sharply 
attacked Tunney, saying 
"a 


young man lusting for high of- 
fice has forsaken decency and 
honor."
